Canada and the United States 
joined hands today to dedicate 
this former summer home of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt as the 
world’s first international 


park. 

Under crisp blue-skies,-Mrs, 
Lester B. Pearson, wife of the 
Canadian prime minister, and 
Mrs. Lyndon B. Johnson, wife 
of the U.S. president, formally 
opened the 10.5acre park as a 
symbol of Carnadian-American 
friendship and a tribute to its 
late occupant. 

Mrs, Johnson termed the 
park “a witness to our unfor- 
tified boundaries and to our 
friendship with our generous 
Canadian neighbors.” 

Mrs, Pearson noting’ that 
Roosevelt's summer home here 
on.the Maine-New Brunswick 
border had given him strong 
Canadian ties, recalled listen. 
ing to his wartime fireside 
chats and “how I prayed that 
his voice would be heard with 
understanding and ultimately 
with accord.” 

New Brunswick Premier Louis 
Robichaud, who also took part 
in the opening ceremonies, said 
the new park would serve as 
“the very symbol of the friend- 
ship of our two nations.” 


FITTING MEMORIAL 


Some 400 diplomats and other 
dignitaries from both nations 
were on hand for the ceremony, 
completing agreement on estab- 
lishing the park first reached in 
a June, 1963, meeting between 
Pearson and the late President 
John F. Kennedy.

AFFIC SAFETY OFFICIALS 

in many parts of the country in 
recent months have been reporting 
with some puzzlement and consider- 
able distress that motor vehicle ac- 
cident rates have shown a stagger- 
ing increase this year over previous 
years. : 
In this province the statistical 
section of the Motor Vehicles 
Branch has been unable to keep up 
with the flood of accidents and in 
other provinces increases in acci- 
dents ranging from 25 per cent to 
50 per cent over last year have been 
recorded. 


But surely there is no reason for 
the officials to be in the least 
mystified by the higher tol! of in- 
juries, deaths and property damage 
on the nation’s streets and high- 
ways. It is only necessary to look at 
the twin factors of record auto sales 
over the past two years and the 
greater amount of leisure time en- 
joyed by most Canadians to see that 
the major cause of higher accident 
rates is higher traffie density, Re- 
cent statistics, for instance, show 
that one out of 10 Canadian fami- 
lies now owns at least two cars; last 
year alone the numbers of Canadian 
two-car families were increased by 
about 41,000. . 

Wé have seen no statistics on 
the increase of personnel in traffic 
regulating organizations compared 
with the increase in motor vehicle 
registrations across the country but, 
judging from local observation, it is 
probably fair to surmise that traf- 
fic law enforcement must be falling 
behind. This surmise is particularly 
likely to hold true in view of the 
fact that the two-car family gen- 
erates more than double traffic .

It is interest- 
ing to note on the latter point that 
the voluntary, tests conducted in 
Victoria by the new mobile vehicle 
testing station showed that one- 
third of the cars tested on the first 
day were found to be defective in 
one way or another. 

The educational. approach to 
traffic safety is being stepped up by 
government and private organiza- 
tions in response to the increased 
accident rate and there is no doubt 
that it is effective to a degree, par- 
ticularly among the more respon- 
sible drivers of the country. The 
failure of traffic safety education, 
however, seems to lie in the fact 
that_those most in need of it are 
precisely those who are most likely 
to reject it. ‘ 

In the final analysis, if any 
worthwhile progress is to be made 
in holding dowrythe traffic accident 
toll, the main burden will fall on law ~ 
enforcement agencies: Safety edu- 
cation, befter roads, and mechani- 
cally sound vehicles will not halt the 
deaths and injuries so long as even 
a sthall minority of drivers can flout 
tie laws with impunity as they 
now do. Strict traffic law enforce- 
ment is expensive in terms of hiring 
more men and providing more police 
vehicles, but it is cheap in terms of 
prevention of death and injury.
